Bases Prediction On The

CITES FIVE REASONS 


Says Issues Bring Out Lead- 


ers, But Votes Are Worse 
Needed 


WASHINGTON, Sept, 23—The po- 


litical wheel of fortune is turning to- 
ward a Democratic victory at the 
polls next year, in the opinion of Wil- 
liam J Bryan, three times candidate 
of his party for the presidency and 
ready to run again should the oppor 
tunity arise 


It is based, he said on an observa- 


tion of conditions the country over 
during a three months' lecture tour 
•which he has just completed. 


Mr. Bryan stopped off In Washing- 


ton for a look-in at the latest prohibi- 
tion fight in congress before preced- 
ing to New York. 


"There are five causes -which will
